Bypass, linking the 404 and 400 
Highways had been constructed as 
originally planned, there wouldn’t 
be the traffic chaos that now exists, 
as a result of the 
rehabilitation of the 


York Region is

Seasonal Homes and Campsite Fire Safety 

Getting away from the city is a great way to relax. Whether you are 
at the trailer, RV, cottage or camping in the woods, taking the time to 
follow these simple safety procedures will help you make the most 
of your vacation. 

• Just like your home, your trailer, RV, cottage or cabin must have 
working smoke alarms on every storey and outside sleeping 
areas. It’s the law. Fires in these types of seasonal homes can 
spread incredibly fast. Pack a smoke alarm with fresh batteries 
when heading to the trailer, cottage or cabin. In addition to 
smoke alarms in these homes, carbon monoxide detectors 
should be installed outside of all sleeping areas. 

Smoke alarms should be tested before sleeping in any of these 
seasonal homes and then monthly and after any absence of 
more than a few days. Replace any smoke alarms that may be 
more than 10 years old. Failure to comply with the applicable 
Fire Code smoke alarm requirements can result in a ticket for 
$235 or a fine of up to $100,000. 

Flave chimneys cleaned and inspected every year. Heating 
systems should be inspected annually by a qualified service 
technician. 

Check your local municipal office or Ministry of Natural 
Resources for burning restrictions or bylaws before burning 
grass or brush around the cottage. 

Build campfires on bare soil or exposed rock, well sheltered 
from the wind. Keep a pail of water and a shovel on hand to 
control the fire. 

Douse campfires with water and stir the ashes with a stick or 
shovel to allow the water to soak in and cool the ashes and the 

Campfires should never be left unattended and must be 
thoroughly extinguished before leaving the site. 

Extinguish cigarette butts by dousing them with water or 
crushing them thoroughly in bare mineral soil or on bare rock. 
Never discard a burning cigarette in the bush. 

Allow portable generators, stoves and lanterns to cool before 
refuelling. Refuel on bare soil or exposed rock.

MNR - Coyotes, like other wild 
animals, sometimes come into 
conflict with humans. Since 
migrating to Ontario from 
the west over 100 years ago, 
coyotes have adapted well to 
urban environments, and can 
now be found in both urban 
and rural settings. 

They are most abundant in 
southern agricultural Ontario 
and urban areas, and do not 
survive as well to the north, 
where the habitat is different, 
and they must compete with 
wolves. Changes in land use, 
agricultural practices, weather, 
supplemental feeding and 
natural food sources can 
contribute to increased coyote 
sightings in setded areas. 

Homeowners can take steps to 
ensure coyotes aren’t attracted 
to their property. 


Do not approach or feed 
coyotes. Normally, coyotes 
are wary of humans. But they 
should not be approached 
- and they should not be 
fed, either intentionally or 
unintentionally. Feeding them 
makes them more accustomed 
to associating food with 
humans. 

. Secure garbage, compost 
and other attractants. 

Properly store and maintain 
garbage containers to help 
prevent coyotes from becoming 
a problem. In the fall, pick up 
ripe fruit from the ground, 
and keep birdfeeders from 
overflowing - both of which will 
attract wildlife. In the summer 
protect vegetable gardens 
with a heavy-duty fence. Place 
trash bins inside enclosed 
structures to discourage the 


presence of small rodents - an 
important food source for 
coyotes - and put the garbage 
at curbside in the morning, not 
the night before. Use enclosed 
composting bins - coyotes are 
attracted to cat and dog waste, 
as well as products containing 
meat, milk and eggs. And don’t 
leave pet food outdoors. 

. Use deterrents to keep 
coyotes away from your home 
and garden - motion-sensitive 
lighting or sprinklers, fencing 
yards, using electric fencing, 
clearing bushes and weeds from 
around the home - vegetation 
where coyotes can find cover, 
and small animals to feed on. 

. Keep your pets safe. Cats 
and small dogs may be seen 
as prey by coyotes, while 
larger dogs may be injured in
